O ne 
Thousand-Word 
Books Are Prepared 
By County Super­ 
intendent Shank. 


The one thousand-word books have 
been published and plans are com plete1 
for the twelfth annual spelling contest 
in the public schools of Adams county,: 
W. Raymond Shank, county super­ 
intendent of schools, announced this 
morning. 
From now until March 28, pupils of 
the various school in the county will 
be busily engaged in scanning dictiona­ 
ries and spelling books for the correct) 
pronunciation and spelling of words 
which are likely to be asked in the 
district contests to be held in the 3" 
school districts of the county on that 
date. 
The one thousand-word books are 
now in the hands of most of the teach- i 
ors and a number of the children.. 
From this list, one hundred words will j 
he selected by the county superin­ 
tendent and forwarded to the chair-1 
man of each of the district contests. 
From these lists, the pupils will com­ 
pete for entrance in the county con­ 
test. 
Must Average 98 
In order to qualify for the county 
contest, pupils in the district contests 
must make an average of 98 per cent 
or over. 
Usually more than I Of) chil­ 
dren are certified from the district to 
the county contest, which is held at 
the court house here. ------- 
The district contests will be held 
simultaneously 
in 
the thirty-seven | 
school districts in the county at

o’clock, on the afternoon of March 28.1 
The county contest, which is to be I 
held here on April 4, is divided into, 
two parts. 
At IO o'clock in the fore-1 
noon words from the one thousand 
word hook will he Used, while in the 
final contest beginning at I o’clock in 
the afternoon, an entirely new list of I 
words will be used. 
Spellers who survive the morning 
contest will be awarded spelling cer­ 
tificates and will be eligible for the 
final contest in the afternoon.

Designs of sketches of monuments 
w’hich it is proposed to erect on the 
World War battlefields of France and 
Belgium as memorials to Pennsylvania 
soldiers‘who fought there are being 
prepared under the direction of the 
State Battlefield Commission with the 
view' to submission of a report to 
the General Assembly which

vanes next month. 
Five memorials 
were 
authorized 
under an act which the 1D23 legisla- j 
ture passed as a supplement to that 
of 1921 which created the battlefield 
ccTwnission. 
Estimates of the c o s t, 
of the proposed monuments also are 
being obtained by 
the 
commission 
which is hopeful of having all its data 
so as to he able to report early in 
the session. 
Recommends Sites 
The commission is headed by Lieu­ 
tenant Governor David J. Davis, w*ho 
served as an officer in France. 
The 
other numbers of the commission a»*e ; 
Major General William G. Price and 
T. O. Yan Alen, a member of the 
state House of Representatives from j 
Northumberland county. 
The com­ 
mission after its appointment as a re- j 
suit of the 1921 act visited France 
and submitted a report to the 1923 
legislature recommending sites for the 
memorials.

$300,000 Appropriated 
Under the 1923 supplementary act 
$300,000 was appropriated for erec­ 
tion, construction and dedication of 
the memorials ami for the expenses 
of the commission, with specific ap­

Wars in China are won by the gen­ 
eral 
having 
the most money in his 
treasury instead of the most strategic 
brains in his head, according to Robert 
Mishler, a native of Gettysburg who 
is now the oriental manager for the 
export and import firm of Arkell and 
Douglas in Shanghai, China. 
Providing, of course, he adds, that 
the contents 
of 
the 
treasuary 
are 
poured, as is often the ease in Ameri­ 
can politics, into the hands of the 
leading subordinates of the opposition. 
The following interesting “inside in­ 
formation” was written by Mr. Mish­ 
ler in Shanghai to C. William ‘ Bdl" 
Duncan, of Philadelphia, former resi­ 
dent of Gettysburg: 
Buy Men 
“Things are getting rather dull oui 
here just now, especially since the lo­ 
cal war is over. They were whooping 
it up in the North for some time but 
all wars in China, like most wars of 
the work!, are won by money, hut out 
here they buy men instead of muni­ 
tions and it is merely a m atter of 
who has the most ‘dough’ or is most 
skillful in getting it into the other 
lines, as to who wins. The famous Wu 
Pei-fu was simply not in it with the 
Manchuria W ar Lord, Chang Tso-lin, 
this time. 
Chang simply bought the 
services of the noted Christian General 
Feng, one of Wu’s most trusted sub­ 
ordinates, and the 
rest was simple. 
Wu escaped by boat down the coast 
and up the Yangstze river to Hankow, 
where he is now- trying to organize 
the Yangstze Valley provinces into an 
independent 
government 
and then 
launch an attack on Chang in Peking. 
“ And so it goes. 
But between you 
and me, I believe China is right now 
a great deal nearer a unified and or­ 
ganized nation than ever since the 
revolution of 1911. The present gov­ 
ernment has some of the best men in 
China in it and I doubt if Wu will se­ 
cure much support against them.
